1. INDOCHINA 

NYDN QUOTES NESSEN THAT DELEGATION OF ABOUT 20 MEMBERS 
OF HOUSE AND SENATE WOULD "BE ENLISTED" TO VISIT INDOCHINA 
TO MAKE "HONEST ASSESSMENT" OF SITUATION AND REPORT 
FINDINGS TO PRES AND CONGRESS. ASKED IF PRES MIGHT

LAT’S ELEGANT, IN HK, CONTENDS SKEPTICISM HAS RISEN 
AMONG CHINA SPECIALISTS IN RECENT MONTHS ABOUT 
BENEFITS ACCRUING TO US FROM "NORMALIZATION" OF 
SINO-US RELATIONS. SAYS BALANCE SHEET OF ADVANTAGES 
TO PRC AND US THROUGH PRESENT RELATIONSHIP SHOWS 
"DEFINITE TILT" IN PEKING'S FAVOR; CONSEQUENTLY, 

MANY AMERICANS FUNDAMENTALLY SYMPATHETIC TOWARD 
NORMALIZATION NOW SEE LITTLE POINT IN RUSHING TOWARD 
IT UNLESS IT BRINGS MORE DEFINITE, CONCRETE BENEFITS

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IN ELEGANT'S VIEW, CHINESE HAVE GAINED UN ADMISSION 
AND WIDESPREAD DIPLOMATIC RECOGNITION AND POLITICAL 
INFLUENCE; ACCESS TO US TECHNOLOGY, INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTS 
AND FOODSTUFFS AND POWERFUL COUNTERWEIGHT TO SOVIET. 
US "HAS GAINED SIGNIFICANT ASSISTANCE" IN REACHING 
VN C-F, ALTHOUGH CHINESE NOW APPEAR EITHER UNABLE
